He referred to the “somewhat 
strange’’ relations in a situation 
where Albania skies with Commu­ 
nist China in its ideological dis­ 
putes with Russia. 


Kennedy said the West had no 
way of knowing how far tension 
in the Sino-Soviet bloc would lead 
but indicated his belief it couk 
teed to more open rivalries and 
differences.

MOSCOW (UPI)—-Deputy Pre­ 
mier Mikhail Khrunichev, chief 
coordinator of the Soviet Union’s 
man-in-space program, has died 
suddenly, the Tass news agency 
reported today.
